cigcumstances, is what charity, benevolence and 


humanity, loudly call for. 

Large, clean and well ventilated apartments, 
in which the diseased children could breathe 
wholesome air at night, whilst during the day 


much of their time could be spent under the 


shade of neighbouring trees, inhaling the uncon- 
fined air of surrounding open space, would con- 
stitute what’should be chiefly kept in view in 
the establishment of such an Institution as has 
been above alluded to. 

I can discever no reason why this should not 
claim the charitable support of our citizens, 
when Institutions have been established for the 
relief of those afflicted with diseases of the eye 
and ear, for those that are deaf and dumb, and 
for all those cases for which the Children’s Asy- 
lum and the Philede!phia Alms House Infirmary 
have been provided.

ish bark Clorinda, Capt. Carrew, in May, 1828, 
while on her passage ffom England to the Eart 
Indies. Some account of this affair, we believe, 
was published in the American papors several 
months since; but the one which follows is more 
particular and interesting than any previously 
received :— 

The barquo Clorinda, for the safety of which 
apprehensions were entertained, arrived here 
from London, Rio Janeiro and Batavia on the 
24th ult. She sailed from London on the 7th of 
March, and was plurfdered on her passage of « 
part of her cargo by an American Pirate. On 
the 7th of May, in lat. 2° 15 South, and long. 
22° 11 West, the people of the Clorinda saw a 
vessel ahead standing towards them; they hoist- 
podbean ns and in about half an hour dis- 
co the 


men. She under the stern of the 
de, bailed her to heave to, and the Captain to 
come on board with hia papers; and the brig 
prepared to fire. There was no alternstive but 
compliance, and an going on board, Capt. Car- 
rew and his boat's crew were made prisoners. — 
He was taken below and his papers examined by 
the Commander of the brig, who told him he 
a Sv, him with rope, canves and previ- 
sion, in the mean time detain him on board. 
The sin of the Clorinds remonstrated 
Sgoiest ia uncivit detention of his person, and 
laimed to be paid for such stores as should be 
the Pirate iold him he would 
give him a draft u ia Government, ‘* who 
were damned paymasters.’’ Captain Car-

Captain 
Carrew had nothing to confess, and only repeat- 
od his assertion that there was no money on 
board the Clorinda, upon which the Pirate or- 
dered his men, in English, to ‘ prepare’—his 
victim solemnly ayevead that he had spoken the 
truth; that if there had been any money on board 
the ship he could have no motive in concegling 
it, as the loss would not fall upon him or its 
owners, but on the underwriters with whom it 
would have been amply insured; and that if he 
would show him no mercy for hia own sake, he 
was a man with a pee ! and might be spared 
for theirs, especially as 
service to those whe inflicted it.

‘Thus much having heretofore become public, 
no injury ean accrue from the repetition of it, 
but some other communication which the chief 
made to the agent, for prudential reasons per- 
haps had best not be made too public, as they 
appertain to the safety of the agent. The chief

From their attentive correspondent at Hava- 


na, the editors of the American have received « 

letter under date of 2st July, which says:—‘‘In 

this harbour where there were many vesecls, 

and of course many imprudent sailors, and 

strangers to the tropical climate, we have many 

canes of yellow fever; but on shore, or in the 

city, there is very little sickness, except among 
the unfortunate eziles from Mexico, who are 
dying in great numbers. The Hibernia, of Bal- 

timore, arrived safely at Trinidad de Cuba, in a 
long passage hence. The Rolla, Barlow, will 
sail from Baltimore on the 26th. The Superior, 
if not sold, will also return to Baltimore in 15 
dr 20 days, The U. 8. schooner Grampas sailed 
hence on the 19th with convoy. On the same 
day the brigs Samos arrived from Boston, and 
the Catharine from Charleston. The Guerero, 
74, is in port; the frigate Casilda is gotting rea- 
dy te proceed to St. Jago for a detachment of 
troops; the brig Marte and schr. Hayanero are 
employed in giving convoy to the Spanish drog- 
hers. From the invading squadron we have yet 
no“intelligence. A slave vessel arrived yester- 
day from Africa. The ship Fama, of 20 guns, 
has arrived on the coast of thie Island from Afri- 
ca, and landed three hundred and siz slaves; 
she lost siz hundred slaves by sickness!’

The pro- 
ject here noticed, of a perpetual sessions for the 
trial of minor offences—or something nearly dp- 
proaching it—has been occasionally suggested by 
intelligent individuals of our own community, 
whose attention has been turned to the subject, 
as calculated to effect much good:—** It will be 
recollected that a few months ago the Secretary 
for the Home Department sent an order to the 
Court of Aldermen, d.siring that-the gaol of 
Newgate should be eo enlarged as to render it 
practicable to make the classification of prisonera, 
the want of which has been attended with such 
alarming consequences, an unalterable rule. This 
order was submitted to the gaol committee, and 
the question underwent several discussions, The 
prison, it appears, is so situate that the ground 
round it cannot be purchased except at an over- 
whelming expense, and the finances of the cor- 
poration, as must be apparent from recent state- 
ments, are not at all calculated to sustain any 
additional demand. With the knowledge of 
this state of things, the committee proceeded to 
make such alterations in the interior aw» would 
enable the Governor to separate the untried 
from the convicted, and the more inveterate 
criminals from those whose reformation was not 
matter of despair. What has been desired. 
however, is far from being accomptushed. Thé 
present condition of the prison, notwithstand- 
ing the late very numerous transportations to 
New South Wales, testifies the extreme difficulty 
of adapting the size of the great metropolitan 
gaol to the extent of crime, without the aid of 
Government in so altering the hulk system as to 
prevent it from being the encourager of the most 
enormous offences. Of those prisoners now un- 
der trial at the Old Bailey there are great num- 
bers whe have been previously convicted at the 
same bar, and some who have been tried several 
times; and the minute observers of the working 
of the system declare, that upon a fair average 
there is not one of those practitioners who has 
not been maturing half a dozen pupils for the 
gallows. The public are already aware of the 
project submitted to, and received with apparent 
approbation by, Mr. Peel, of appointing a per- 
petual sessions for the trial of the minor offences. 
It is considered that the rejecting of the bill lately 
brought into Parliament for giving the power to 
magistrates to try cases of the kind arose prin- 
cipally from the expectation that this project 
would be carried into effect. In fact, ifit were, 
there would be no occasion for the two courts 
in the Old Bailey. The appointment of the addi- 
tional court, although the public are ignorant of 
the fact, ie the cause of the greatest confusion. 
Witnesses in a case tried in one court are some- 
times, by mistake, more frequently by trick, to 
be found in the other, when a prisoner's fate is 
about to be decided. Counsel are often engaged in 
the one court, when they have in their pockets 
the money of a poor wretch before a jury in the 
other. It is but justice, however, to state, that 
there are some individual exceptions. It was 
found necessary some time ago for the Chancery 
solicitors to enter into resolutions, for the sake 
of their clhents, to employ in the Court of Chan- 
cery only such counse! as confined their prac- 
tice to that Court, and to make a similar regula- 
tion with respect tothe Vice-Chancellor’s Court; 
ao that those who chose to divide their business 
between the two courts were obliged to con- 
form, as the Chancery solicitors were determin- 
ed to have the guid pro quo. We believe that 
that the respectable attornies who practise at 

the Old Bailey make every exertion possible for 
their clients, but the fellows called agents, with 
whom the two courts abound, care not a straw 
about the attendance of counsel. Not many ses 

sions ago, a very able practitioner at the Old 
Bailey received a fee from the anhappy friends 
of a prisonef, but was engaged in one court 

while the trial of the accused was going on in 
the other. The unassisted prisoner was convict- 
ed, and his friends, who declared loudly that 

he had an excellent defence, demanded that 

the fee should be restored. “ No,"’ said the 

learned counsel, ‘1 can't do that: I am very 

sorry for what has happened, but I can't give 

back my fee. No, no, my friends, that would be 

a precedent which my brethren can never see 

established, and would never excuse.’’

He was called a scoundrel, because he borrow- 
ed money which, under peculiar circumstances, 
he was unable to repay; he had besides many of 
the failures to which human nature is liable; but 
he wasscrupulously honest, and all must acknow- 
ledge that he was a man of genius and talent.’’ 
‘There Barrett,’’ continued he, a moment or 
two afterwards, ‘‘set that to music, and it will 
bring $20,000 to the Bowery.”’
